KENNEDY  said  the  Federa- 
tion is  “helping  to  create  the 
kind  of  America  that  is  our  com- 
mon goal”  by  mobilizing  private 
efforts  to  develop  wildlife  re- 
sources. 

He  said  it  is  helping  create 
“an  America  of  open  spaces, 
fresh  water  and  green  country — 
a place  where  wildlife  and  nat- 
ural beauty  cannot  be  despoiled 
' — where  an  increasingly  urban- 
ized population  will  still  be  able 
to  turn  to  nature  for  recreation, 
spiritual  refreshment  and  the 
material  strength  on  which  our 
great  cities  rest.” 

The  President  said  the  nation 
must  again  call  upon  the  “spirit 
of  wild  adventure.”

This  is  a story  about  12-year 
old  Merlin.  When  Merlin  was 
seven  years  old,  he  complained 
of  pains  in  his  legs.  His  parents 
considered  them  growing  pains 
and  did  nothing  about  them. 

LATER,  Merlin  woke  up  in 
the  middle  of  the  night  terribly 
frightened.  He  seemed  to  be  par- 
alyzed from  the  waist  down. 
His  parents  immediately  thought 
about  polio. 

The  doctor  was  called  and  af- 
ter many  tests,  it  was  found  that 
Merlin  had  rheumatic  fever. 

MERLIN  SPENT  over  two 
months  in  bed..  He  had  to  take 
six  tablets  of  cortizone  a day. 
After  the  eight  weeks  he  was 
able  to  go  back  to  school  at  half- 
day intervals  and  graduaiiy-builti 
up  to  a full  day’s  attendance. 

Merlin  takes  one  penicillin 
tablet  every  day  and  must  con- 
tinue to  take  them  for  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life. 

MERLIN’S  parents  are  very 
thankful  that  their  son’s  heart 
was  not  affected.  They  are  also 
grateful  to  the  Heart  Fund  for 
supplying  the  medicine  for  their 
son.  The  tablets  alone  cost  $30 
a month. 

This  success  story  is  only  one 
of  many  hundreds  that  could  be 
told  by  Heart  Fund  officials. 
There-  are  many  more  and  these 
stories  are  possible  because  of 
contributions  made  by  the  aver- 
age person,  by  the  average  col- 
lege student.

“How  to  be  Happy,  Though 
Married”  will  be  the  subject  of 
Dr.  William  E.  Hartman,  noted 
sociologist,  who  will  speak  at  the 
forum  assembly  Monday  at  10 
a.m. 

DR.  HARTMAN,  happily  mar- 
ried and  the  father  of  seven  chil- 
dren, is  associate  professor  of 
sociology  at  Lon  Beach  State 
College  in  Long  Beach,  Calif. 

For  the  past  10  years  he  has 
been  teaching  courses  in  Prepa- 
ration for  Marriage,  the  Modern 
American  Family  and  Workshop 
in  Family  Life  Education  and  a 
seminar  for  students  working  to- 
ward an  advanced  degree.  He 
started  his  teaching  career  at  El 
Camino  College,  where  every 
student  was  required  to  take  a 
course  in  Preparation  for  Mar- 
riage and  Adjustments  within 
American  Families. 

DR.  HARTMAN  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania  and  was  educated 
in  the  East  at  New  York  Uni- 
versity and  the  South  at  Cente- 
nary College  in  Shreveport,  La., 
and  in  the  West  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Southern  California.  This 
geographic  diversity  has  given 
him  unusual  insight  into  Ameri- 
can life. 

He  was  trained  in  marriage 
counseling  at  the  American  In- 
stitute of  Family  Relations  in 
Los  Angeles.  He  is  a member  of 
a number  of  organizations  con- 
cerned with  marriage  and  family 
relationships,  notably  the  Na- 
tional Council  on  Family  Rela- 
tions and  the  American  Socio- 
logical Society.

BYU  Under  Wilkinson 

; Wlien  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  was  a crew- 

’ cut  debater  and  editor  of  Brigham  Young  University’s 
newspaper  back  in  1920  he  made  a vow  to  himself  that 
someday  he  would  return  to  the  university  and  do  some- 
thing great  for  it. 

Ten  years  ago  in  February  he  w’as  inaugurated  as 
BYU  president,  and  the  ten  years  of  his  administration 
have  proven  that  his  vow  has  been  kept.  In  an  editorial 
commenting  on  his  ten  years  at  BYU,  the  Provo  Daily 
Herald  said  he  was  “in  many  respects  the  greatest 
builder  in  the  history  of  the  university.” 

We  agree,  and  point  out  that  under  his  dynamic, 
often  controversial  leadership  the  university  has : 

— Increased  in  enrollment  132  per  cent  to  become 
the  largest  church-affiliated  university  in  the  nation. 

— Increased  faculty  membership  to  over  600,  not 
counting  graduate  assistants. 

— Added  41  new  buildings,  including  the  McKay 
Bldg.,  Clark  Student  Service  Center,  Fletcher  Engineer- 
ing Sciences  Laboratory,  21  Heritage  Halls,  McDonald 
Student  Health  Center,  Cannon  Center  surrounded  by 
seven  Helaman  Halls  residences,  Snell  Industrial  Educa- 
tion Bldg.,  Knight  Bldg.,  and  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

— Put  under  construction  a million-volume  library  and 
a new  administi’ation  building,  along  with  an  announce- 
ment of  plans  to  construct  an  Alumni  building.  Student 
Union  l)uilding,  Fine  Arts  building,  and  a married  stu- 
dents housing  unit  of  460  apartments. 

— Placed  new  emphasis  on  scholarship  by  revising 
the  curriculum,  changing  to  the  semester  system,  in- 
augurating an  honors  progrom  for  gifted  students,  and 
making  it  possible  for  students  to'  obtain  a Doctor’s  de- 
gree from  the  university. 

— Grown  from  five  colleges  to  a total  of  13  under- 
graduate colleges,  including  the  engineering  science  de- 
partments and  the  college  of  nursing. 

— Installed  a reserve  officer  training  coi-ps  for  the 
U.S.  Air  Force. 

— Become  the  center  of  a wide-spread  Unified 
Church  School  System  which  includes  Ricks  College; 
schools  in  Colonia  Juarez,  Mexico;  144  full-time  and 
820  part-time  seminaries ; and  30  full  time  and  40  part- 
time  institutes. 

Today  BYU  itself  has  the  largest  day-time  enroll- 
ment of  any  university  in  the  Intermountain  ai'ea. 

Directing  such  an  unprecedented  growth  for  the 
university  has  I’equired  Dr.  Wilkinson’s  total  devotion 
to  his  work.  He  lias  spearheaded-a  era  of  expansion 
which  few  universities  in  the  nation  can  match. 

klucli  still  remains  to  be  done,  as  President  Wilkin- 
son well  knows.  Plans  for  future  growth  of  the  uni- 
versity will,  when  completed,  make  it  one  of  the  great 
training  grounds  for  the  Church,  without  whose  interest 
the  present  program  could  never  have  l>een  brought 
about.  President  Wilkinson  has  received  excellent  co- 
operation from  the  university’s  board  of  trustees,  who 
realize  hovv  vital  education  is  in  th^  Church’s  philosophy 
of  progression  for  man. 

During  all  of  this  time  President  Wilkinson,  who  is 
- also  widely  known  for  his  political  activities  and  foV  his 
legal  skills,  1ms  served  his  university  without  pay.  His 
: dedication  to  the  school  will  undoubtably  place  him 
among  the  university’s  great  presidents.

Cleopatra’sPerfume 
Was  Far  Removed 
From  Modern  Scent 


Perfume  today  is  a far  cry 
from  what  it  was  in  the  days 
when  Cleopatra  came  cruising 
down  the  Nile  with  her  regal 
self  as  well  as  slaves  and  purple 
sails  soaked  in  scent  to  stun 
Mark  Anthony. 


The  effect  was  probably  as , 
she  desired — overptowering!  One 
Whiff  of  the  perfume.  Cleo  wore! 
would  probably  make  the  aver- 
age American  male  physically 
sick. 


Another  problem  ancient  wo- 
men had  to  cope  with  was  dur- 
ability. Up  \mtil  the  late  1880's| 
most  of  the  scents  used  lasted ; 
almost  as  long  as  a snowflake  j 
in  July.  I 

Today,  most  moderns  don’t ! 
have  to  cope  with  these  prob- 
lems. However,  there  are  many ' 
things  that  the  average  woman  j 
doesn’t  know  about  perfume. 

In  order  to  select  the  perfume  i 
perfect  for  you  it  is  necessary 
for  you  to  analyze  your  own 
personality.  Perfume  can  be 
placed  in  three  general  groups; : 
those  scents  supposedly  the  most ! 
exciting  which  come  from  the 
“night  blooming”  flowers;  the 
soft  and  gentle  category;  and  the  ; 
light  and  floral. 

Try  a scent  from  each  area 
and  then  work  in  your  general 
classification.  Once  you  find 
something  you  like  instinctively, 
you  must  ask  yourself  whether 
it  is  a realistic  choice.  If  you’re 
not  the  type,  don’t  buy'  it. 

In  actual  testing,  don’t  sniff 
perfume  from  the  bottle.  AH  you 
get  is  whiffs  of  alcohol.  Rub  the 
perfume  gently  on  the  inside  of 
your  wrist  or  elbow.  Wait  sev- 
eral minutes  for  the  alcohol  to 
evaporate,  then  sniff. 

First  impressions  are  impor- 
tant but  don’t  decide  too  quick- 
ly. Sniff  again  about  15  minutes 
later.  This  will  give  you  the 
“base  note” — the  real  scent  af- 
ter the  perfume  has  been  per- 
sonalized by  contact  with  the 
oils  of  your  skin.  Never  test 
more  than  three  or  four  scents 
at  a time.  After  four,  everything 
smells  the  same  to  the  average 
person. 

A word  to  the  wise  on  wear- 
ing perfume.  Apply  a few  drops 
to  each  of  the  pulse  spots — in- 
side wrists  and  crooks  of  elbows, 
at  temples  and  behind  the 
knees.  The  effect  is  more  last- 
ing if  the  perfume  is  placed  in 
spots  where  the  blood  runs  close 
to  the  skin.

She  impresses  you  as  a practi-  j 
cal,  forthright,  completely  sin- : 
cere  woman  who  would  not  try  | 
to  delude  anyone,  including  her- . 
self.  I 

MRS.  SANFORD  believes  that 
Jesus  meant  exactly  what  He 
said  when  He  told  His  disciples 
they  would  be  able  to  heal  the 
sick  by  laying  hands  on  them 
and  praying  for  them. 

If  you  ask  why  she  believes 
this,  she  has  a simple  and  un- 
arguable answer: 

“I’ve  seen  it  happen  — hun- 
dreds of  times.” 

THE  FIRST  time  was  many 
years  ago,  when  a young  minis- 1 
ter  came  to  call  on  her  infant  | 
son,  who  had  been  ill  for  six  i 
weeks  with  abscessed  ears.  1 
“I’ll  go  up  and  have  a prayer! 
with  your  child,”  he  told  Mrs. 
Sanford. 

“I  don’t  think  it  will  do  any 
good,”  she  replied  wearily. 
“He's  only  a baby  and  he 
wouldn’t  understand.” 

“THAT  WON'T  matter,”  the 
young  minister  said.. 

Without  further  argument,  he 
went  upstairs,  placed  his  hands 
gently  on  the  baby’s  head,  and 
prayed  briefly.  Mrs.  Sanford  re- 
members vividly  what  happened 
next. 

“The  fever  flush  died  but  of 


my  baby’s  face  immediately.  He 
turned  very  pale,  closed  his  eyes 
and  slept.  When  he  woke,  he  was 
well.” 

DURING  THE  past  20  years, 
Mrs.  Sanford  has  laid  her  own 
compassionate  hands  on  a great 
number  of  people  who  were  suf- 
fering from  a wide  variety  ofj 
mental  and  physical  illnesses,  j 
She  has  carried  on  this  healing: 
ministry  quietly,  without  flam- : 
boyant  personal  publicity,  and 
within  the  institutional  frame- 
work of  the  Episcopal  church.  | 

She  had  not  tried  to  keep  a j 
score-card  of  recoveries,  but ; 
there  have  been  enough  of  them, . 
she  feels,  to 'justify  and  even; 
heighten  her  conviction  that; 
God's  healing  power  flows  into ; 
sick  bodies  and  minds  today,  no  j 
less  dramatically  than  in  the  time ! 
of  Christ. 

MRS.  SANFORD  does  not  like' 
to  speak  of  healing  “miracles.”, 
She  believes  strongly  that  “God , 
has  made  a world  that  runs  by; 
law,  and  He  does  not  like  to ' 
break  those  laws.”  Christian : 
healing,  she  feels,  is  simply  an ' 
application  of  His  spiritual  laws,  I 
fully  as  “natural”  as  medical! 
science,  which  is  an  application ; 
of  God’s  physical  laws  to  heal-  j 
ing.  I 

Many  Christians  believe  that  ^ 
spiritual  healing  is  possible,  but ! 
that  actual  occurrences  are  com-  j 
paratively  rare.  When  prayer 
does  not  lead  to  recovery  of  a 
sick  person,  they  as^me  that  it 
was  not  God’s  will  that  healing 
should  occur  in  that  case. 


MRS.  SANFORD  thinks  this 
is  a timid  faith,  which  “expects 
too  little  of  God.”  She  believes 
in  approaching  every  case  in  full 
confidence  that  it  is  God’s  will 
that  health  be  restored. 

“A  great  many  Christians,  un- 
willing to  believe  that  God  can- 
not heal  them,  have  persuaded 
themselves  that  He  will  not,”  she 
says.  “But  they  forget  both  the 
example  and  the  words  of  Jesus 
Christ.  He  taught  us  that  God  is 
a loving  Father  who  delights  to 
give  good  gifts  to  His  children. 

“LACK  OF  success  in  healing 
is  not  due  to  God’s  will  for  us, 
but  to  our  failure  to  live  near 
enough  to  God  so  that  he  can 
accomplish  His  will  in  us.”
